If the information which wo publisli- 
ed yesterday respecting the disallow- 
unco of another . tax nieasuro of the 
present Government proves to he cor- 
rect, then the four principal iinuucial 
moasurea of the two last sessions will 
have come to jjrief. The list is a 
Kielancholj one; but inaKmuch as the 
Goverument persisted in their folly and 
pressed tho measures through the 
House, iu spito of frequent warning, 
WQ cannot regard them as objects of 
pity. Tlie three money-raising nieas- 
nrcs already ofllcially known to have 
been strangled at Ottawa are: 

1. The Chinese Tax Act; 

2. Tho Act to double tho Cariboo 
toadtoUs;,. • 

''S.' Tliio A.ct that imposed penalties 
and canceled records of Crown lands, 
payraentb on which were in arrear. 

The Act to which reference was made 
yesterday was the last of iho lot. It 
provided a penalty of 25 per cent, ad- 
ditional and 18 per cent, per annum 
interest on delinquent taxes. Many 
persons, wo are iiifornied, have sub- 
mitted to the extortion, who will pro- 
bably now^wisli they had adopted tho 
plan of tho* Mud Bay people and band- 
ed togetiier to resist the imposition: 
Tho ' Goyerniuent organs and the. 
Gdzette'tit this niotn.ent creak uiidor the 
weiglit of a column advertisement of 
lands advertised to bo sold iu New 
Westminster district under this Act; 
and Courts of llovision will sit by vir- 
tue of the same Act at Victoria to- 
morrow, and in adjacent, districts at 
early dates, to hear appeals from the 
assessors' valuation. We wish now to 
direct the attention of the Govern- 
niont and tho country to tlic fact that 
it the Act has really been disallowed, 
every step taken under it ^vill be ille- 
galv and if perslafeed in will not ;fail to, 
involve tbo cbunt'ry in serious difficul-, 
ties. . If the Act has h'eeh disallowed it 
is dead; and the machinery of the Act 
of 1876 can only bo set in motion. 
Wo call on tho Government to retrace 
its steps before it is too late. Should 
they jiersist in spite of tho action of 
the Ottawa Government to enforce an 
exploded law, they will be held per- 
sonally responsible for any damages 
that may be sustained by individuals. 
We must, in connection with this 
matter, again direct public attention to 
tho absolute necessity of sending at 
least one sound lawyer to the House to 
obeck and revise the bad law of the 
Attbirhey GenerAl. Here we have al' 
most all the work of two {.essions up-' 
set because the Attorney General can- 
not or will not inform himself as to 
prerogatives and powers of a Provincial 
Legislature. Has not tho time arrived 
for a change?

Their visit will include a so- 
journ of somo weeks in tho Iri.sh capi 
tal, to bo followed by a round of visits 
in various parts of the country. 

The French papers state that a mad- 
man named Deplaud entered tho cot- 
tage of Micher, a niinor at Saint- 
Maurice, near Lyon.s, on Saturday, the 
SLstOct., in the alisonce of tiio owner, 
and murdered tho wife and three chil- 
dren with blows from a hamuior.

Slio was 
sentenced to lifteon years' penal servi 
tude, and has only boon out of prison 
a month. 

" Atlas," ii\ tho, London ]l''orld, re 
marks : — I havo been told that tho At 
toriicy General hatl no less than 200 
guineas marked on liia brief for attend- 
ing at the Guildhall Police Court on 
behalf of Mr. Levy Lawson the other 
day. Tliis, with rofresliers for eacli 
Kub.sequont attendance, and merely for 
a proliininary inquiry, strikes mo as 
being jirotty well. It soems that bar- 
risters' fees keep u|), notwithstanding 
tliD depression in trade.

She, 
Iiowc\'(n', never llinchnd, until she was 
tlirown down on tho pavcmcnt,niauled, 
and, though uninjured, her silk dress 
was besmeared with mud, a police con- 
stable who was present being apparent- 
ly unable to resist tho violence of the 
crowd. At tiiis moment a gentleman, 
managed by much oiiorgetic elbowing 
to force his way through the roughs 
and pick up tlie lady. Ho got her in- 
to the cab, and with the aid of a police 
inspector the driver was taken into 
custody and charged at Marlborough- 
street Police Court, v.'hero ho was con- 
victed of the act of cruelty. And this 
in (5ne of London's chief West End 
tiiorougiifarct!. 

Bi.sliop Frasru', of iranclicstcr, Eng- 
land, one of tho mo.st liberal of English 
nrelatcs, in (i recent speech testified 
manfully to the self-sacrifice and devo- 
tion of his mother. His father, a man 
of some fortune, lost everything in iron 
mining, and died broken-hearted, leav- 
ing a family of seven, tho Bishop at 
that time being fourteen years old. 
His mother was a woman of sound 
sense and great unselfi-sliness. She said, 
"I cannot give these lads of mine a 
large fortune; but, by denying iiiy.solf 
a bit and living quintly, I can give 
tiicm all a good education." She did so, 
and ho did not understand liow .slio 
managed it. By God's jirovideiico lie 
had that mother still spared to him. 
She was now paralyzed, sjjeechless and 
lielplcis; but every day when ho went 
into her room and looked on her sweet 
face, ho thought gratefully of all lie 
owed her, of what lie was, and what he 
had been enabled to do. 

To such as wish to be an fait in tho 
manners and customs of the English 
people, it would be well for them to 
study a new book recently published 
under the title of "Manners and Tone 
of Good Society." The entree to the 
U])per ten thousand may easily be nc- 
coinplislied by reading t!ii.s vadt mecum 
for it is really a thing needed by all 
who want to know what is what in tiio 
ranks of tho aristocracy. Thero is 
nothing omitted in the work. How to 
introduce, how to act after introdiic- 
tioii, and how to bohavo properly, are 
well and clearly defined. For instance, 
we arc told time lior ilajesty i.s address- 
ed as ma'am by the members of the 
aristocracy, and by the middlo class as 
"Your Majesty." Princes and Dukes 
fire called "Prince" and "Dukes" by 
their equals, wliilo inferiors .say "Your 
Royal iliglinoss," "Your Grace." In 
the matter of eating, we are told that 
pastry should bo eaten with a fork, 
prumb.s of cheese on. crumbs of bread, 
fiah with a silver knife instead of a 
fork and crust. But the most interest- 
ing part of tho book is that devoted to 
tho pronunciation of names, thus ; 
Majoribanks is called iMarshbanks ; 
Mainwaring, Mannering ; St. John, 
Sinjin ; Cockburn, Coburn ; Cholmon- 
deloy, Chumley ; Berkeley, Barkloy ; 
Brougham, ; Broum ; Montgomery, 
Mungumery ; Abergavenny, Abergen- 
ny ; Beauchamp, Beachani ; Colquboun, 
Koohoon ; Duchesne, Dukarn ; Bea- 
consfield, Beckonsfieldj and so on.

molested and insulted tho membors of 
the band in every possible way. A 
short time back, whilst applicant was 
conducting.an open air metting, and 
had just knelt down to pray, the fellow 
came up, and, after abusing him in a 
scandalous manner, threatened that ho 
would cut his throat On Sunday 
night last, as they were coming along 
singing, ho charged right into their 
ranks with a bandbarrow, and then 
they had to. overturn the barrow to pre- 
vent some of thoni being seriously in- 
jured. Mr. Lushington asked if they 
bad any place in which they conducted 
their services. Applicant — Yos sir; 
we have a place there which wo call 
tho "Salvation Factory." Mr. Lush- 
ington — Then why, in the name of 
common sense, cannot you confine your 
sorvice-s, or whatever you term them, 
to the inside of the building, and not 
go singing and praying along the 
streets in tho manner you havo men- 
tioned? Applicant — "We are evange- 
lists, "sir, engaged in the groat work, 
and the good old book tolls us plainly 
that we are to go out into the highway 
and byeways and preach the gospel. 
Mr. Lushington — tfust so; but you can- 
not go out into the highways and bye- 
ways of a place like London, as you 
say you do, without causing an ob- 
struction or arousing tho antagonism 
of some such person as tho one you 
complain of. You had better keep to 
your building. His Worship then 
directed Sergeant Hankoy, the warrant 
officer, to see the man and caution him. 

A'ustralia. 

SvD.suv, Nov. 6. — Parliament o])eu- 
ed on the 28th. Tho act amending tho 
land bill, the same which passed the 
assembly and was rejected by tho coun- 
cil last session, is now again before the 
assembly. 

The government has taken prelimin- 
ary' steps to introduce electoral and edu- 
cation billa The expediency of the lat- 
ter measure was affirmed by the assem- 
bly. An amendment to tho divorce 
bill granting the wife the same privil 
eges as tho husband, which has been 
twice refused royal assent, again pass- 
ed the assembly and was transmitted 
to the council. 

The trades union congress which 
closed on the 13th, passed resolutions 
against Asiatic immigration, and in fa- 
vor of a policy of protection. 

The Bank of New South Wales has 
declared a dividend of 15 per cent, 
with a bonus of 2h per centum. 

Paid attendance at the exhibition 
since opening has been over 180,000 
admissions, fi.xed at a uniform charge 
of one shilling. 

H. M. S. Dunne has returned from 
a cruise to Solomon and other South 
Sea islands. At Marau, the island 
whore Englishmen were massacred in 
April last, a company qt armed men 
landed and destroyed the villams and 
canoes of tho offenders. In an ^count- 
er with tho natives ono was killed and 
two wounded. 

II. M. schooner Reynard punished 
tho natives concerned in the massacre 
of the native teachers last year, and 
destroyed their houses and plantations. 

Tho Queensland parliament was 
further prorougued to tho 23d of De- 
cember. 

ViCTOitiA, South Anstralia, Nov. 6- 
Tho postal question is still unadjusted. 
South Australia has proposed a confer- 
ence for an inter-colonial customs 
union. Victoria agreed, but Queens- 
land declined. 

^O'vr Zsalaad. 

After a period of a ^ost obstructive 
opjio.sition, four Auckland members se- 
ceded, enabling the government toclial- 
lenge tho opposition and bring on a 
want of confidence motion. The mod- 
erate independent members joining, tho 
government have a good working ma- 
jority, and tho opposition ceased ob- 
struction and withdrew their want of 
confidence motion, deciding to proceed 
to business. All government measures 
for electoral reforms were read a sec- 
ond time, and no further delays are an- 
tigipated. Tho session closes the first 
week in -December. 

Native affairs are unchanged. Maori 
prophets' influence is declining in con- 
sequence of great mortality through 
fever, and the non-liberation of prison- 
ers confined in jail.

One of the most interesting features 
of tho excavations in this buried city 
is tho discovery of many homely do- 
mestic articles of which we have coun- 
terparta • It is astonishing how many 
things in common use now were in use 
theit. Hero you will see almost every 
kitchen utensil, portable cooking-.stoves, 
jelly-eake and butter-moulds in imi- 
tation of birds and flowers; plates, ket- 
tles, crocks, dishes, cups and saucers, 
spoons, knives and forks, dippers, skim- 
mers, sauce-pans, frying-pans, lamps, 
lamp-stands, flesh-hooks, braziers for 
charcoal. In a word, pretty much 
every kitchen, dining-room, or chamber 
article found in modern use entered in- 
to tho economy of the daily life of Ro- 
man antiquity. All the articles of a 
lady's toilet, including jewelry of all 
kinds, gold and silver ornaments, 
corals and precious stones, wore found 
in houses in Pompeii. Taken from the 
retail shops were steelyards, balances, 
weights and measures. From n doctor's 
ofEce was recovered a full set of surgi- 
cal instruments, including "pullikins" 
for extracting teeth, and trepans for 
drilling holes in the skull. There is 
any number of shoemaker, C"rpenter, 
tailor and blacksmith tools, and, in- 
deed, imiilementa of almost every pre- 
sent mechanical operation. Taken al- 
together, the collection of articles taken 
from tbo dead city is a surprising re- 
velation to every one, showing the an- 
cients invented and perfected ten thou- 
sand implements and articles of com- 
mon life which wo still use with little 
improvement thereon, and without giv- 
ing them credit therefor.

A BYLAW 
To Hoarolats tho Sanitary Condition of 
tlio Oitr of Victoria. 

Be it enacted by the Mayorand Coun- 
cil of tho Corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria as follows: 

1. It shall not bo lawful to lot or occu- 
py, or suffer to bo occupied, aa a dwelling 
any room unless the following require- 
ments are compl'cd with, iliat is to any: 

(a) Unless sucli room contain at all 
times at least 384 cubic feet of space 
for each person occupying tho same. 

(b^) Unless such room has a window 
,mado to "open in.ii manner approved 
oy 'tfie Board of Health or Health 
Officer of tho City. 

(c^ Unless there is appurtenant to such 
room the use of a water closet, earth 
ck'sot or piivy, furnished witli pro- 
per doors or cu\■crin!^s, to tlio satis- 
faction of the ]5oar(l of Hoaltli or 
Health Ofllcer of tho City. 

2. Any person wlio lets, occupies, or 
knowingly suflers to bo occiipicil, any 
room contraiy to tho provisions of this 
Bylaw shall bo liable for cvory such of- 
fence to a penalty not e.\ceeding §50, in 
tho. discretion of any Justice of the Peaco 
beforb whoin ho may bo convicted. 

3. Any room in which anj- person passes 
tho uight, or the princi[utl part of tlie 
night, aliall boduomod to bo occupied as a 
dwelling within tho moaning of this By- 
law. 

4. Where two convictioiiS against the 
provisions uf this J?ylaw relating to the 
occu])ation of a room as a dwelling have 
taken place within tluvc inoutlm (wlictlier 
tho persons so convicted wore or wore nut 
tho same) any Justice of tho Peuco may 
direct tho closing of tho room so occupied, 
or of the promises to which it bolonga, for 
such time as ho may dceiu necessary, oi 
may empower tlie Board of Health ov 
Health OlUcor of tho City poruuiuently to 
close the same. 

6. This Bylaw may be cited for all pur- 
poses as "The Dwellings Bj-Iaw, 1S70."
